WASHINGTON—A mob of 
President Trump’s supporters 
stormed the Capitol, over- 
whelming police and creating a 
chaotic, violent scene that de- 
railed for several hours the rat- 
ification of President-elect Joe 
Biden’s victory in the 2020 
election.

Biden Certification Delayed

WASHINGTON—The Senate 
and House rejected efforts 
Wednesday by some Republi- 
cans to overturn the November 
election results in several 
states, as lawmakers recon- 
vened to certify President- 
elect Joe Biden’s Electoral Col- 
lege victory hours after being 
rushed out as a pro-Trump 
mob stormed the U.S. Capitol. 

Lawmakers pledged that the 
day’s unprecedented violence 
wouldn’t deter them from 


completing their constitutional 
role in finalizing the election’s 
outcome, as President Trump 
and his allies seek to overturn 
it months after voters cast 
their ballots. After returning to 
their chambers Wednesday 
night, the Senate and House 
rejected a push to void the re- 
sults from Arizona, while the 
Senate later turned away a 
challenge to Pennsylvania’s re- 
sult.
